London. Dec. 28.— Turkey’s reply to 
the demands mad** several days aeo 
by the Balkan allies as n basis for 
peace in Southeastern Europe w ill be 
delivered to the peace conference in 
St. Jam es’ palace. 
Interest, however, 
again has shifted and is centered in 
the question of what are the inten­ 
tions of Austria with respect to the 
Balkans. 
The peace delegates are prepared to 
oonaider the reply of the Ottoman 
government and its counter proposals. ! 
startling though the latter may be, as 
simply points for future negotiations. 
it is well known that Turkey has not 
the least hope of obtaining what she 
w ill demand, also that she has no in­ 
tention of resuming a war which may 
result in further disaster to her. 
That this is the situation seems to 
receive confirmation 
from 
the 
fact 
that several 
attempt* already 
have 
been made unofficially by members 
of the Turkish delegation to get the j 
Montenegrin, Servian and Greek dele- 
ga tow to recede from the deinaud that 
Adrianople be surrendered, promising 
in return that Turkey will not object 
to their respective enlargement tcrri- , 
torlally. 


Emanate From Constantinople. 


These advances and reports em anat­ 
ing from Constantinople that Bulgaria 
is negotiating terms direct with Tur­ 
key there are considered to have as 
their 
basic 
purpose an attempt 
to 
divide the allies. 
The representatives of the Balkan 
states, 
however, 
have 
resisted 
all 
temptations placed in their way and 
present as united a front as they did 
the lirst day of the negotiations and 
are Just as determined as ever to 
have their own 
way in concluding 
peace. 
Instead of diminishing, excitement

W hile it does not take long to convince 
the average person that w ater w ill 
not run up hill, there are several oth­ 
er as well known facts of history and 
geography which never seem to pene 
trate the minds of men who become 
infatuated with one idea. 
Men who dream of an all powerful 
American continent, with the United 
States at the head of a federation of 
republics that eau defy th** world in 
w ar ami commerce, constantly discuss 
the advisability of increasing our com­ 
merce 
with 
Latin 
America. 
Tim* 
after time the country is informed 
that we are overlooking a rich region 
and golden opportunities. 
W e are told 
that En rota* is monopolizing that trade 
and the Tinted States w ill see the day 
of neglected opjiortunities. 


Cannot Be Forced. 
B u t trade cannot la* force*! along 
unnatural lines any more than popula­ 
tion and civilization. 
Tile trend of 
civilization was westward and nortli 
of the equator. 
Commerce followed 
the same lines. 
It may surprise some 
of the men who are talking about 
trade w ith Latin 
Am erica to know 
that only 5 per cent of the trade of the 
world is with South America indow 
the equator and Incidentally that only 
I per cent of the trade of the world 
is with that jiortlon of South America 
which is brought in closer touch with 
this country by the construction of 
the Panam a canal. 
Our people trade where they can sell 
their products and 
buy that which 
they do not produce. 
Latin America 
furnishes very little that is not pro 
duced in this country, and we produce 
little that is not produced in those 
countries or that cannot be bought 
cheaper in Europe. 


Law of Trade end Nature. 
It might he well to recognize natural 
and commercial laws. 
Note the nuru 
bor of ships which, sail from Atlantic 
ports to Europe and compare them 
with the nu rn tier which sail to Latin- 
American ports. 
The latter iii com­ 
parison are so small in number that 
they are not worth considering. 
If 
there was a real trade between our 
[►orts and Latln-America there would 
l>e ships. 
Ships follow the lines of 
trade. 
The lines of trade are along 
the lines of the temperate zone in the 
northern hemisphere. 
For half a century our visionaries 
have been talking alsm t trade with 
South Am erica, but neither by legisla­ 
tion nor by negotiation can trade be 
turned from natural arteries. 


Let Uncle Sam Pay. 
Speaking of a w ay out of the tangle 
about 
campaign 
expenditures. 
Con­ 
gressman Burleson of Texas suggest* 
that the government pay party cam ­ 
paign expenditures pro rata according 
to the vote cast by different parties. 
Burleson is evidently figuring on W il­ 
son’s vote as giving his party a fat 
slice in the next campaign. 
Perhaps 
the people w ill prefer that campaign 
expenditures be reduced rather than 
that they be made to bear them by 
taxation.

To make possible the exchange of 
ideas among all tile jieoples of the 
world Sir William Ramsay, the emi­ 
nent English scientist who is lecturing 
In Boston, lins begun to develop n pic­ 
torial sign language based somewhat 
upon Chinese, which be hopes will 
eventually spread among all races. 
The Chinese character to express 
•'man." for instance, is made with two 
converging lines that represent simply 
his legs. looking much like th** legs of 
the crude man that th*' schoolboy 
draws. 
Sir William’s character goes further 
and adds a vertical straight lino above 
tti** converging lines to represent the 
body. 
“The first tiling that one thinks of,” 
h** argues, "is existence expressed In 
th** verb ’to be.’ ” 
So he has. arbitrarily perhaps, so- 
leet*sl the arithmetical equality mark 
to denote existence. 
All things relat­ 
ing to one’s state ami condition can lie 
expressed by those two parallel lines. 
For time that stretches away or ac­ 
tion that is constant he uses a dash. 
Instantaneous time or action fie repre­ 
sents with a dot. 
Thus a dot placed 
squarely between and in the middle ot 
the two lines of the equality mark de­ 
notes the immediate present or “I am.” 
Similarly the dot when placed at the 
left and between the two lines denote-' 
past or "I was” and when placed to 
the right indicates the future tense ut 
“I nm to be.” 
To denote a woman Sir William 
draws a line closing tile diverging end* 
of the legs of the sign for man. 
On 
the theory that ” 1" is the most impor 
taut thing in the world to any man 
Sir William utilizes the straight verti 
cal line that represents tho body of his 
man figure to depict the word.
